It would not have 
mattered so much, apart perhapt from shocking more 
fastidious society matrons, if just at that time there 
had not been talk of a boycott of Japanese goods— 
principally silk..of course. At first the idea was not 
regarded in state circles very seriously.

by implication, Mrs. Hoover was charged with lead¬ 
ing the boycott parade against Japanese silk.

Nothing facetious about the comment m the press 
of the southern states; Mrs. Hoover had "done a 
sound thing.” True, the cotton growers had not 
asked the people of the United States to boycott silk. 
But if only more American women .would follow Mrs. 
Hoover's example and go in for the more simple and 
less expensive fabric, what a bonanza it might turn 
out for them! Mrs. Hoover,,however, explains that 
she never gave the matter a thought. She merely 
desired to wear “something different"—and. she might 
have said, why shouldn't she. Being on this side of

TOKIO’S POLITICAL REACTION 


vv Army at Shanghai is recording its first notable 
advance against the Chinese fences, an interesting and 
significant political* situation is developing in Tokio. 
The Privy Council, which in Japan is a body com¬ 
posed of a variable number of distinguished Japanese 
leaders unconnected with tl|e Cabinet, and which is 
consulted by the Emperor on important matters of 
state, has refused to approve of a bond issue of 22,- 
000,000 yen, recommended by the ministry, without 
an extraordinary session of the Diet, and agrees only 
to 16,000.000 yen. which is equivalent to a little more 

ihan *5,000,000. 

The ministry, which was recently returned to 
office by a large majority and which is understood 
to represent the militant elements, does not want to 
call a special session of the Diet because it fears such 
a gathering would involve "unwelcome discussions" 
relative to the situation which has arisen out of the 
adventures in China. In view of the very tight cen¬ 
sorship the Japanese government is exercising over the 
Japanese press, which, of course, would apply to re¬ 
ports of the proceedings of the Diet, it is not clear 
just what the ministry has to fear from any kind of 
discussion there. 

It is plain enough, however, that the Privy Coun¬ 
cil has no desire to answer for the mounting costs of 
the Shanghai operations, and is determined that the 
Diet on the recommendation of the ministry shall bear 
that responsibility. Eventually, when the shoe pinches 
the Japanese people more painfully, as it inevitably 
will, ihe Privy Council intends that neither the Em¬ 
peror nor itself will be compromised by domestic 
political reaction.
